HOGS  AND  PIGS 
December  23,  1981 


FLORIDA:  The  December  1,  1981  inventory  of  hogs 
and  pigs  on  Florida  farms  is  estimated  at  257,000 
head,  down  31  percent  from  a  year  earUer,  The 
47,000  head  kept  for  breeding,  is  down  28  percent 
from  December  1,  1980.  The  210,000  market  hogs 
and  pigs,  which  make  up  82  percent  of  the  total, 
is  down  3 1  percent  from  a  year  ago. 

The  December  1980  -  November  1981  pig  crop 
is  estimated  at  529,000  head,  down  22  percent  from 
the  previous  year. 

UNITED  STATES:  Inventory  of  all  hogs  and  pigs  is 
estimated  at  58.7  milUon  head  on  December  1,  1981. 
This  is  9  percent  below  a  year  ago  and  1 3  percent  less 
than  December  1,  1979.'  Breeding  hog  inventory  at 
7.84  million  is  14  percent  below  last  year  and  down 


1 9  percent  from  two  years  ago.  Market  hog  inventory 
at  50.8  million  is  8  percent  fewer  than  a  year  earlier 
and  1 2  percent  less  than  two  years  ago. 

The  U.  S.  pig  crop  for  1981  totaled  93.8  million 
head,  8  percent  below  1980  and  9  percent  below  the 
1979  pig  crop.  December  1980  -  May  1981  pig  crop, 
estimated  at  47.6  million  head,  is  down  9  percent 
from  a  year  earlier  and  6  percent  below  the  compar- 
able period  two  years  ago. 

June  -  November  1981  pig  crop,  estimated  at 
46.2  million  head,  is  6  percent  fewer  than  a  year  ago 
and  1 1  percent  below  the  June  -  November  1979  crop. 

A  total  of  6.26  million  sows  farrowed  during 
June  -  November  1981,  8  percent  fewer  than  a  year 
earlier.  The  Utter  size  during  this  period  averaged  7.38 
compared  with  7.21  a  year  earlier.

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IOWA:     There  were  16. 3  million  hogs  and  pigs  on   lov/a  farms  as  of  December  1,   I98I,   1  percent  above  the 

16.1  million  on  hand  a  year  ago.     Of  this  total,   1^.2^+  million  were  market  hogs,  up  2  percent 
from    the  previous  year.     Breeding  stock,  at  2.06  million  head,  was  down  2  percent  from  December  I98O. 

The  September-November  pig  crop  totaled  6.26  million,  down  1  percent  from  the  same  quarter  last 
year.     These  pigs  were  farrowed  by  8^0  thousand  sows  with  an  average  of  1 .hS  pigs  saved  per  litter. 

Producers   indicate  intentions  to  farrow  66O  thousand   sows    during  December  1 98 1 -Feb ruary  1982, 
the  same  as  a  year  earlier.     The  intended  farrowings  for  March-May,  1982,  at  920  thousand  sows  is  a 
decrease  of  2  percent  from  the  same  months  last  year.
